In a show case on one side of the | 
room is a water color sketch of a design, a zinc | 
plate on which the design is engraved three | 
times larger than the original sketch, and a} 
copper roller which transfers the design to the | 
cloth on the printing machine. The colors go | 
on the cloth one by one, as is shown by a}

and printed. 

The Pacific exhibit contains examples of | 
cotton materials used for drapery and up-| 
holstery purposes.
